The  fall  tourney  season  involved  a  pair  of  local  competitions,  at  Duke  University  ("B-Deviled  III",  November  4-5)  &  Guilford 
College  ("Biohazard",  November  1 1-12).  L-R's  nemesis  appears  to  be  Appalachian  State,  who  beat  us  at  both  (but  upon 
whom  we  had  sweet  revenge  on  the  second  day  at  Guilford).  At  Duke,  Los  Osos  lost  two  nail-biters  to  tourney  finalists 
Ohio  State,  and  another  to  UNCW,  whi.e  we  pummelled  George  Washington,  Davidson  "B",  and  Virginia  Tech.  It  was  a 
grueling  tourney,  with  several  close  results.  As  for  Guilford,  there  was  a  split  over  two  matches  with  Ye  Olde  Enemye.  App 
State,  a  narrow  defeat  by  UNC  Asheville,  and  victories  over  Radford,  Goucher,  &  William  &  Mary. 
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In  November  the  Democrats  took 
control  of  both  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  the  Senate  for 
the  first  time  since  1994.  Nancy 
Pelosi  became  the  first  female 
Speaker  of  the  House,  making  her  the 
highest  ranking  female  in  an  elected 
office  in  the  history  of  the  United 
States. 


Immigration  was  constantly  in  the 
news  in  2006.  There  were  bills  in 
Congress  to  declare  English  the 
official  language  of  the  United  States, 
bills  that  would  make  aiding 
undocumented  immigrants  a  felony, 
and  a  bill  passed  that  called  for  a 
barrier  to  be  built  along  the  Southern 
border. 


By  the  end  of  2006,  the  number  of 
American  soldiers  who  had  died  in  the 
war  in  Iraq  topped  3,000.  Deaths  of 
Iraqi  citizens  were  harder  to  determine 
with  estimates  ranging  from  30,000  to 
600,000. 


Following  Democratic  success  at  the 
polls,  Donald  Rumsfeld,  Secretary  of 
Defense  since  2001 ,  resigned.  Earlier 
in  2006  a  handful  of  retired  generals 
had  called  for  his  resignation;  these 
requests  were  scoffed  at  by  the  Bush 
administration.  On  December  18th 
Rumsfeld's  resignation  took  effect  and 
Robert  Gates  assumed  the  post.

What  of  the  College  Annual? 

Sometimes  it  is  better  to  keep  quiet:  especially  on  things  not  agreeable  and  pleasant  to  the  public.  Yet 
justice  demands  retribution.  For  this  reason  it  is  deemed  appropriate  at  this  particular  time  and  place  to  sincerely 
thank  all  those  who  have  contributed  toward  the  building  of  this  volume.  You  may  rest  assured  that  you  have  done 
something  toward  which  many  will  not  lend  a  hand.  Especially  is  the  class  of  '30  to  be  commended  for  their  most 
loyal  support. 

The  movement  to  put  the  subscription  price  of  the  HACAWA  on  the  students'  bill  was  a  big  step  toward 
renovating  conditions.  An  examination  of  the  annuals  for  the  past  few  years  proves  to  the  reviewer  he  law  of 
averages  is  a  tangible  thing — there  always  being  that  twenty-five  percent  who  are  always  found  lacking  when 
weighed  for  support  They  tell  us  that  because  we  have  managed  to  get  a  long  without  them  in  the  past  that  the 
same  can  be  true  of  the  future.  Yet  we  must  not  forget  that  general  conditions  change.  Today  the  various  merchant 
associations  are  beginning  to  treat  annual  advertisement  with  indifference  when  it  comes  to  getting  advertisements.

From  these  conclusions  the  underclassmen  who 
want  a  part  in  the  college  annual  of  the  future  had  better  take  warning  and  enlist  the  support  of  their  classes,  or 
else  the  book  will  evolute  to  a  senior  publication  exclusively:  written  and  financed  by  them  on  a  smaller  scale. 


—The  Builders  of  the  1930  HACAWA 
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A  few  months  after  I  became  editor  of  the  2006-2007 
HACAWA  I  found  the  facing  page  in  the  1930  HACAWA.  I  could 
not  believe  what  I  was  reading-  my  predecessors  of  76  years 
faced  not  only  the  same  difficulties  that  the  2006-2007  staff  has 
faced,  but  also  predicted  decline  that  the  HACAWA  has 
experienced  over  the  past  decade. 

Like  Olin  and  Gibbes  I  feel  torn  about  voicing  my 
frustrations.  They  are  right  to  say  that  there  are  times  when  it  is 
better  to  keep  quiet  on  topics  that  are  disagreeable.  However,  I 
feel  that  now  is  not  one  of  those  times.  This  year's  staff 
consisted  of  many  upperclassmen  who  had  no  previous 
experience  working  on  a  yearbook.  We  felt  compelled  to  take  a 
stand  and  make  sure  that  we  had  one  proper  yearbook  from  our 
time  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  We  feel  that  for  too  long  the  HACAWA  has 
been  ignored  by  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  administration. 

A  few  years  ago  the  student  fee  money  that  had  been  set 
aside  so  that  all  full  time  students  could  receive  a  yearbook  was 
dedicated  to  Homecoming  activities  instead.  This  left  the 
HACAWA  budget  depleted,  and  forced  the  HACAWA  to  become 
a  substandard  publication. 

If  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  is  truly  committed  to  ensuring 
students  can  produce  a  quality  record  of  the  year  in  the  form  of 
a  yearbook  then  the  HACAWA  should  have  an  operating  budget 
that  will  allow  it  to  produce  a  quality  book  for  every  student  at 
L-R.  We  are  not  insolent  children  begging  for  something 
beyond  reason,  rather  we  are  asking  for  a  policy  that  had  been 
in  place  as  only  five  years  ago  to  be  reinstated.  It  is  obvious 
from  the  scant  advertisement  section  of  this  book  that  Olin  and 
Gibbes  were  right  in  predicting  "...in  a  few  years  advertisements 
in  college  annuals  will  [become]  out  of  date."
